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How Did We 


Turn From War? 


At what point, and on what 
pivot, did the nation ‘turn away 
from war in Asia — to which it 

came so closely 
in the spring? 

This is a mys- 
tery without any 
book of revela- 
tion. 

Yet we were 
very close to 
war. 

In April I re- 
call the atmos- 
phere of deep 
concern inthe 
Pentagon room 

when the Chiefs of Staff and the 
Defense officials, including Secre- 
tary Wilson, talked with editors 
assembled in annual convention 
in Washington. 

The words were plainly spoken. 

“Indochina will not be allowed 
to fall into Communist hands... 
it is of too great importance to 
the future of this country .. . if 
Southeastern Asia is made vulner- 
able then defense of Japan and 
even the United States is made 
well-nigh impossible... .”’ 

This was the solemn thinking. 


*‘We will go into Indochina alone 
if we must... .”’ 


This was the conclusion. 


Carriers 


I recall going from that meet- 
ing to the press room in the huge 
Pentagon building to write a hur- 
ried story for a deadline already 
uncomfortably close. 


As I entered it was humming 
with conversation and telephone 
calls. 


Reuter’s News Service had just 
reported the United States had 
two aircraft carriers standing by 
in the Bay of Tonkin, or just off 
it, in the event the decision was 
made to intervene. 


It seemed a grim and forehbod- 
ing confirmation of what had just 
been said in the assembly room 
two floors above. 


Admiral Radford, Chief of Staff, 
confirmed carriers were there — 
on maneuvers. Few smiled. 

Next, Vice President Nixon» 
made his speech — off the record 
—to the effect that the United 
States might well be forced soon 
to intervene in Indochina. 

His serious and forthright state- 
ment that we might have to send 
troops there to prevent its loss, 
were of such momentous weight 
the dam of secrecy was broken 
and the speech made public. 

On Capitol Hill, it was learned a 
decision to support the French, 
then in agony at Dien Bien Phu, 
by carrier-based strikes had been 
submitted to the Hoyse Military 
Affairs committee and reluctantly 
confirmed. The Senate committee 
disagreed. The proposal was with- 
drawn. 

Days later Senator Knowland, 
Republican majority leader, made 
several speeches which were com- 
posed to warn the nation we were 
close to intervention in Asia. He 
said h2 would support sending 
troops. 

President Eisenhower gave a 
foreboding interview, in which he 
said Indochina was the cork in 
the whole bottle of Asia — that if 


it were withdrawn by the Com- | 


munists hands, they could fill all 
Asia. Again, he referred to Indo- 
china as the first domino in a row 
—once it were tilted it pushed 
down all the others. 

There were other omens of fear- 
gome and melancholy mien... 
in April and May. 


Change 


And then, not quite overnight, 
but almost so, there was a re- 
versal. The official word changed 
to say that we would not inter- 
vene that Southeast Asia 
might, after all, be saved even if 
Indochina were lost. 

This was the period in which 
it was felt the Bidault Govern- 
ment might be maintained at the 
Geneva conference. Indeed, Secre- 
tary of State Dulles was quoted as 
saying, before departure, “I am 
going to save my old friend Bi- 
dault's job.” 

It was n>t saved, and the United 
States suffered an unprecedented 
diplomatic defeat. After the new 
election France moved toward an 
immediate ‘‘peace.”’ 

Now, the urge is for ‘‘co-exist- 
ence’ and while Russia cynically 
has used the word and made it 


mean existence as a Soviet satel-. 


lite . . . we must manage it on 
other terms or go to war. 

We should not, and will not, vote 
Red China into the United Nations 
this fall. But, if others, including 
our friends, do (on the basis she 
will not be in the Security Coun- 
cil and will have no power of 
veto), will we get out and “go it 
alone?”’ 

This is the political problem of 
greatest magnitude. Can we wait, 
trying to co-exist only to have it 
fail and face a Russia stronger 
and more determined?

Atlanta’s citizens will vote July 14 on 
a bond issue which can be had without 
any increase in taxes. 

It is for $10,000,000. 


This newspaper urges that the people 
vote yes. 

The amount is not adequate, of course, 
to do all that needs to be done for schools 
and highways. 

But it is the most that can be voted 
without an increase in taxes. It is an 
interim issue and is admittedly a stop-gap 
measure to prevent us from falling too far 
behind. 

It will take care of the most pressing 
immediate needs of schools, sewers and lo- 
cal street improvements, lands and build- 
ings. 

It is divided as follows: 

$5,000,000 for schools. 

$2.000,000 for sewers. 

$2.000.000 for street improvements. 

$1,000,000 for municipal buildings, re- 
pairs and lands adjacent thereto. 

While there is regret that all our needs 
cannot be met now, they cannot be with- 
out a tax increase. That the people do not 
want. 

There was one other point of criticism 
in the original proposal, now eliminated. 
The $2.000,000 for street improvements 
have been specifically allocated. Thus the 
citizen now knows exactly for what the 
money, if voted, will be spent. 

Atlanta could use a great deal more. 


The Board of Education estimates that 
by September, 1955, the city will require 
452 additional classrooms, at a cost of $13,- 
000,000. The $5,000,000 above will alle- 
viate the most pressing need. Our sewer 
system requires improvements and expan- 
sion to meet the population and building 
growth. The street work, as allocated, 
is necessary and long overdue. 


Examination of the proposals,’ now 
specific, removes any doubt of need. The 
only complaint is that the money is not 
adequate. But a tax increase at this time 
‘ js not possible. The proposed issue can 
be had without any increase. 


Therefore, this newspaper recom- 
mends that we turn out and vote “yes” 
for the no-tax-increase bonds on July 14. 
If we do not, we will fall too far behind 
to catch up without a much greater ex- 
pense later.

Maine Counterattacks 


But She Fights Fairly 


While most: of New England has been 
deploring the southward trend of indus- 
try, Maine has grabbed time by the fore- 
lock and built a million-dollar woolen mill 
at the town of Ellsworth. 

The mill is described as “ultramod- 
ern.” 

Speaking at the mill’s dedication, Gov. 
Burton M. Cross called the project a chal- 
lenge. He said it represented a reversal 
of the continuing flow of textile plants 
from the northeast to the southeast. 

The doughty State of Maine deserves 
congratulations. New England in general 
has been prone to blame the flight of its 
textile payrolls on wage differentials, and 
even has called on the Federal Govern- 
ment to help stop this trend. 

There are many reasons why textiles 
find the South a more congenial and prof- 
itable base of operations than New Eng- 
land. One of the most important is the 
technical efficiency of Southern mills, 
compared with the obsolete condition of 
many competent New England operations. 

Maine has countered this trend in the 
only possible way. She built an “ultra- 
modern” mill instead of blaming her trou- 
bles on unfair Southern methods. 

No section should prosper at the ex- 
pense of another. At the same time, South- 
ern efficiency should not be penalized to 
keep New England solvent. 

Maine has the answer. In addition to 
modern equipment, it includes good indus- 
trial relations, and an inclination to look 
ahead, rather than wistfully back on the 
good old days.

U.S. Business Leaders 
Look to Edueation 


Growing concern of business and in- 
dustrial leaders over the problems of 
education augurs well for the future of 
the American school system. Latest ex- 
pression of this was a speech by Harold 
C. McClellan, president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, before the 
National Education Association. 

_ Greater support of education is essen- 
tial, said Mr. McClellan, if this country is 
to retain its world prestige and leadership. 
He voiced concern over the meager sal- 
aries received by teachers and inadequate 
funds provided for schools. 

Mr. McClellan’s views reflect an 
awareness on the part of business leaders 
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that they themselves have a stake in-edu- 
cation. Not only must they constantly re- 
cruit leadership for their own organiza- 
tions, they must promote healthy condi- 
tions throughout the rest of the economy 
in order to maintain markets and an ex- 
panding business community. 

They show, too, knowledge of the fact 
that an educated, happy and prosperous 
citizenry is poor breeding ground for sub- 
versive doctrines. People who are able 
to think will seek other solutions to their 
problems rather than surrender of their 
freedoms. 

Along with their other programs, the 
Communists have begun mass production 
of technicians and engineers in an effort 
to reach and surpass our industrial ca- 
pacities. Business leaders are aware of 
this, too, and wisely want to stay a jump 
ahead. 

Education is good business in more 
than one way. Negiect of it is a luxury 
we no longer can afford. 


There’s a Cold War On 
The Diplomatic Front 


Relations between the United States 
and Russia are more tense than ever. Each 
country has accused diplomats of the other 
of spying, and ordered their expulsion. 

The United States moved first. Three 
Russians were declared “persona non 
grata.” In the language of diplomacy this 
means not wanted. One was a United Na- 
tions attache, the others were military 
aides to the Soviet embassy in Washing- 
ton. 

Russia retaliated by requesting the 
removal of two military men on duty at 
the United States embassy in Moscow. 
Each nation said the other’s diplomats 
were engaged in espionage work. 

Qne of the functions of diplomats is 
to observe, and report back to their re- 
spective departments of state. The charge 
of common espionage is a strong one, and 
the expulsion of theoretically friendly ob- 
servers is quite often the prelude to a 
break in diplomatic relations. 

Shortly after Moscow ordered the 
United States officials to leave, smoke was 
seen rising from the Russian consulate in 
New York. Members of the staff refused 
to let firemen into the building.

Periodically as leader he has 
quibbled publicly about phases of 
his own administration's foreign 
policy. His independence asserted 
itself boldly a few days ago when 
he issued an ultimatum that he 
would resign as Senate adminis- 
tration leader if Red China is ad- 
mitted to the United Nations and, 
as a private thereafter in the 
ranks, do everything possible to 
take the United States out of 
the U.N. 

The other Californian stirring up 
publicity is Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, who is 41. He is 
setting Democratic nerves on 
edge by his attacks on the Tru- 
man administration and its secre- 
tary of state, Dean Acheson, which 
and whom, jointly and individual- 
ly, he blames for the loss of China 
to the Communists. To that extent 
he is only following the 1952 cam- 
paign line. But he goes a step fur- 
ther. He says the ‘‘fall’’ of China, 
as it is being called, was itself re- 
sponsible. not only for Korea — 
which you may recall got into the 
1952 campaign—but also for Indo- 
china. The latter is, itself, getting 
into Republican hair now because 
it may get into the 1954 campaign 
—and not to their benefit. 

In the last few days the two 
Californians have monopolized the 
headlines to the exclusion of the 
head of their party and of the ad- 
ministration, President Eisenhow- 
er. The casual observer might 
suspect that both are. themselves, 
already running for President—on 
the theory, of course, that the 

ident might want to step down 
af the end of one term. 

The current California twin-bill 
has its own play-within-a-play as- 
pect in the known ambitions of the

Aside from the personality sto- 
ry, which is interesting, we may 
observe something of deeper sig- 
nificance in what the two men are 
doing now. It grows from the in-

Sen. Knowland in his blunt at- 


tempt ‘to influence foreign policy, 
and Vice President Nixon in the 
direction he is giving to the 1954 
Republican campaign. That is just 
another affirmation, if any is still 
needed, of the increasing domi- 
nance of Congress and its leaders 
in this administration. 

The vice president is speaking 
and acting for the party in Con- 
gress in the vitriolic assaults he is 
making on the Democrats. About 
that the President is doing noth- 
ing, despite his need of Democrat- 
ic votes in Congress and his 
party's need of them outside, be- 
cause he can do nothing. 

The campaign is being shaped 
independently of him by hard- 
boiled practical politicians, At the 
proper time he will be given his 
cue for his act. He will then take 
the high road while the vice pres- 
ident leads the shock troops down 
the low road. 

Part of this maneuver is for the 
vice president to draw the fire of 
Democrats down in the valley, 
leaving the President free on the 
heights to capitalize his personal 
popularity with lofty speeches de- 
signed to please all and sundry. 
Vice President Nixon is courting 
certain risks. He may get such a 
barrage that it would endanger his 
own presidential ambitions. He 
was reminded of this by the veter- 
an Democratic leader, Sen. George 
of Georgia, who said with unmis- 
takable double entendre: ‘I am 
afraid the vice president is de- 
stroying himself as a presidential 
candidate.” 

As for the other half of the Cali- 
fornia team—it may be said that 
Senator Knowland is giving us 
something exciting and different 
in the way he performs his job of 
Senate administration leader.

WASHINGTON, July 6 (>—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee ap- 
proved a watered-down bill today 
giving the administration limited 
authority to crack down on Com- 
munist-infiltrated businesses and 
labor unions. 

The legislation falls far short 
of providing the power that Atty. 
Gen. Brownell had requested in 
calling for new anti-subversive 
weapons last May. 

Brownell had asked Congress to 
let the government kill off any 
Communist* dominated labor 
union or business firm “‘in a posi- 
tion to affect adversely the na- 
tional defense or security of the 
United States.’’ 


‘The committee's bill would al- 
low Communist-infiltrated organi- 
zations to continue in existence 
but would require them to so 
identify themselves in all publica- 
tions and broadcasts.’ 


DENY NLRB AID 


Labor unions found to be Red- 
infiltrated would be denied use of 
National Labor Relations Board 
services until they purged them- 
selves of the Red influence. 


Brownell’s much sterner ap- 
proach would have given unions 
the option of getting rid of Com- 
munist leaders or facing destruc- 
tion. This would have applied to 
business firms as well.

Now their grip averaged 140 
pounds. 

In the normal waking state, we 
don't attain quite the heights nor 
the depths shown under hypno- 
sis. But we tend to go in those 
same directions. So a confident 
team should be stronger than a 
frightened team. 


ATHLETIC HAZARDS 


“But isn’t it bad for a team 
to be overconfident?’’ somebody 
may ask. 

Yes, if that team ignores es- 
sential drill and thus skips prac- 
tice sessions because of its cock- 
sure attitude. 

But on the basis of the mental 
outlook alone, I'd rather have a 
team that was overconfident 
than one that was timid, afraid 
or already resigned to defeat. 

Notre Dame’s football team 
and the Yankees in baseball, il- 
lustrate what confidence will do. 

They feel pretty sure of them- 
selves, and well they might, for 
their previous successful records 
justify that egotism. 

Incidentally, here is a good 
place to distinguish between con- 
ceit and egotism. The conceited | 
person thinks he is good, but | 

| 


isn't. 

The egotist thinks he is good, 
and really is. He has a demon- 
strafed basis for his high opin- 
ion of himself. | 

Dr. Elizabeth B. Hurlock, one | 
of our leading psychologists, also 
experimented with school children 
and found that praise produced a. 
better result than scolding children. | 

However, the scolded young- | 
sters did better afterwards than | 
those kids who were ignored, be- 
ing neither praised nor repri- 
manded. 

So the positive assurance that 
goes with confidence and praise, 
seems to produce higher school 
marks and better muscular out- 
put than defeatism or fear.

mingham) County on vote fraud 
charges in the race in which Pat- 
terson won nomination. Ferrell 
opposed Patterson in that race. 


For several days after the Pat-| 


ferson slaying, Ferrell directed the 
investigation as chief prosecuting 
officer in this area. 


FERRELL NOTIFIED 

Sykes said today he notified Fer- 
rell “the attorney general's office 
has assumed jurisdiction and con- 
trol of all matters pending in the 
Russell Circuit Court.”’ 

“T directed Ferrell to devote his 
full time toward the preparation of 


reports and analyses in detail of his ~ 


work in connection with the mur- 
der. He is to submit it in writing.” 


Sykes added that Johnson, a vet- 
eran prosecutor, will have ‘‘all the 
duties and powers of the solicitor 
of the Russell County Circuit.”

Leash Law 
Set July 15 


Hapeville’s new dog leash law 
will go into effect July 15 and 
gity officials have warned the law 
will be rigidly enforced. 

The law, similar to the Atlanta 
leash ordinance, requires that dogs 
be kept on the premises of the 
owner or a custodian. Dogs will 
not be, permitted to run,at large 
“except on a leash not more than 
six feet lohg."’ 

Enforcement of the leash law 
will be handled by officials of the 
Fulton County Health Dept., and 
to 
the county pound, accorfiing to R. 
H. Honea, Hapeville sanitary in- 
spector. 

Enforcement of the law, Honea 
explained, will apply to all dogs, 
regardiess of whether they are 
wearing required inoculation tags 
or not. 

In ‘order that Hapeville dog- 
owners might be sufficiently 
warned of the beginning of the 
law's provisions, copies of the 
ordinance are being distributed to 
city residences, along with hand- 
bills asking dog owners to keep 
their pets confined. 

The ordinance provides that dogs 
seized will be detained for 48 hours 
and if not claimed by owners dur- 
ing that period, shall be disposed 
of.
